“VENICE — An improvement in 
emergency fire call responses was 
made at a heated meeting of the 
Venice City Council Tuesday. 

A pumper truck will be im- 
mediately dispatched when a fire 
call is made. Because of false 
alarms and crank calls that cost the 
city money, previous policy sent 
policeman to the scene first to deter- 
mine if a fire existed. 

THE ALTERNATIVE adopted at 

- Tuesday’s council meeting followed 
derisive and heated remarks focus- 
ing on Sunday’s fire which destroyed 
three Weaver Street homes. 

“Questions, comments and accusa- 
tions expressed bitterness about 
area news reports on the fire. The 
reports cited acts by a crowd at the 
fire scene. 

.)“SLOW”’ RESPONSE by the 
Venice Volunteer Fire Department 
and the availability of only one 
pumper were criticized by several of 
the 40 persons jammed into the coun- 
¢il chambers. Most of the loud and 
aggressive comments were directed 
to Mayor Tyrone Echols and Fire 
Chief Willie Dumas. 

« Resident Gay Garrett, a witness to 
the fire, demanded to know the 
source of a report in an area daily 
hewspaper which alleged 
bystanders hampered the work of 
firefighters. 

'“THOSE IN. THE AREA were 
helping to put out the fire and get 
people out of the houses, not to in- 
terfere with firefighters,” she said. 
Her remarks drew approving com- 
ments from the audience.

The mayor said he did not know 
the source of the newspaper reports. 
Also, the city’s other pumper 
developed a clutch problem and 
could not be used. 3 

“How many firefighters do we 
have?” she asked Dumas. 

“ighteen,”’ Dumasreplied. 

“Why then were there only three 
firemen out there?” Mrs. Garrett 
asked. 

“‘Perhaps you don’t know that you 
pay for one man on duty at the fire 
station and the other 18 are not paid 
to stay in town all the time and wait 
for a fire call,’’ Dumas said. 

“THEY ARE VOLUNTEERS and 
some didn’t get there right away. 
Most were in bed at that time of 
night and had to get dressed. There 
were 14 firemen (eventually) at the 
fire.” 

Close proximity of the three frame 
homes destroyed in the blaze also 
was a contributing factor, Dumas 
said. 

Handling of the pumper .truck 
which did arrive at the fire also was 
loudly critized by the audience. 

The truck was taken to a hydrant 
some distance from the fire after 
several people removed the nozzles 
of the booster reels and started un- 
winding the lines, meanwhile 
screaming at the driver for water. 

DUMAS EXPLAINED the method 
of reeling hoses requires a truck to 
drop the hoses and go past a‘fire to 
the next hydrant while the hoses are. 
being played backward in a reverse 
sequence. 

This explanation failed to ‘satisfy 
the crowd, with some residents

New executive brings 
experience to chamber

Fifteen years of experience is 
brought to the Tri-Cities Area’ 
Chamber of Commerce by its new 
executive vice president, R C Bush 

Bush, 54, started his new job Mon- 
day, succeeding James Pennekamp, 
who left July 19 to become president 
of the Greater Alton/Twin Rivers 
Growth Association. 

“I’m very enthused about the area 
from what I've seen so far,”’ Bush 
said. ‘My predecessor did an 
outstanding job. My greatest task 
will be to keep going what he was do- 
ing.’” 

BUSH CAME here from Fulton, 
Mo.,_a central Missouri town of ap- 
proximately 35,000 people. While 
there, he was the executive director 
of the Kingdom of Callaway 
Chamber of Commerce 

He said he left there partially 
because of the job opportunity here 
and because “‘I think I had done just 
about everything I could do there. 
But there is a tremendous potential 
for growth in this area.” 

Bush said the area has the ad- 
vantage of businesses like Illinois 
Power. 

“THE POWER COMPANY and 
some others in the area have a great 
commitment to the development of 
the Tri-Cities,” Bush said. “‘My job 
here is essentially the same as it was 
there (Fulton), but I’m much more 
excited about the growth possibility 
here.’ 

Bush said his background is in 
economic development. He is a 
graduate of the In- 
dustrial/Economic Developers In- 
stitute at the University of 
Oklahoma and took additional 
courses in industrial development 
and community planning at the 
University of Illinois. 

A native of Savannah, IIL, in the

northwestern part of the state, Bush 
said he has been familiar with this 
area since his father took him to his 
first St. Louis Cardinal baseball 
game at the age of 6. 

“I WAS ONLY in Missouri a cou- 
ple of years,” he said. ‘‘Most of my 
background is in Illino! 

Bush was responsible for 
recruiting new industrial prospects 
and the retention and expansion of 
existing industry in his previous job 
as industrial and economic coor- 
dinator for the Carroll County (Ill.) 
Development Corp. 

While there, seven new industries 
were added to the area from 1970 to 
1982, creating 595 new jobs. 

BUSH a large city like St. 
Louis can a boost to this area’s 
economy. 

“I know. some people may 
disagree with that,”’ he said. ‘‘In the 
retail sector it could hurt a little bit.

“With no rate increase in 1985 and 
only a moderate increase in the 
future, IP customers will save a 
sizeable amount,” said CUB Ex- 
ecutive Director Susan Stewart. 
“Consumers will also avoid bearing 
the financial burden for the moun- 
ting cost overruns on the utility’s 
delay-ridden Clinton I plant.” 

Stewart also commended the 
ICC’s decision to disallow utility pro- 
fits on the defunct Clinton II project. 

Illinois Power had asked to charge 
consumers $11.6 million over three 
years for their investment in Clinton 
Il. The ICC decided to allow a

The good neighbor who valiantly attacks the 
dandelions in the front yard, who keeps the porch 
paint bright and. the shrubs sheared, could get little 
in return if, next door, there's a lazy neighbor.

The inspection department is being 
asked to ticket those persons who are . being 
thoughtless, who leave old cars rusting in their 
yards. 


The police are being asked to ticket persons who 
park illegally over curbs or on other’s sidewalks. 
They also will fine persons who carelessly throw 
paper and other refuge out of their cars while in 
transit throughout the city. 


Cruse and the departments deserve to be com- 
mended. The effort is needed. 

There may be heat from those who don’t want 
their city to look nice. They may be uncooperative, 
unconcerned about the consequences of their ac- 
tions on the property values of their neighbors.

From Franklin to the droll but 
painfully funny Benchley, to the 
homespun confusion/cynicism of 
Rooney, the humor writing tradi- 
tion has been carried down a long 
line of intelligent, insightful ‘and, 
most importantly, convincingly 
eonfused literary talents. Al- 
though the emphasis in humor 
writing has shifted from maga- 
zines to newspapers during the 
past 30 years, the tricks of the 
trade have stayed the same. 

The two most popular methods 
are simple. Use the frustrations of 
life to your advantage and write 
as if there truly is no justice for 
normal folk like you and me. 
Benchley, Dorothy Parker, White, 
S.J. Perelman and Lardner did it 
very well. Today’s best humorists, 
Bombeck, for example, also have 
mastered these tricks. 

One of the striking differences 
between today’s humorists and 
those of the Depression era is how 
happy today’s writers seem to be 
when they aren’t writing. Strug- 
gling through a changing society 
that had trouble keeping its enor- 
mous feet on the ground, many hu- 
morists of the Depression era 
helped a confused populace 
through troubled times while hid- 
ing from their own problems. 

Is the key to being funny hiding 
your own pain? Some people have 
said so, but you will find just as 
many humor writers who claim to 
be as ‘fiappy as a housekeeper who 
just heard the teenage triplets 
have been accepted at an out-of- 
state college. 

It might be true, however, that 
the conveniences of the 1980s have 
led to a content new breed of 
American newspaper humorist. 

Today’s newspaper humorists, 
the generation that succeeded the 
magazine humorists of yesterday, 
all have a different approach to 
the pain/laughter angle. But take 


a close look at them and you/lon’t > 


see much misery. ‘ 

Rooney, Buchwald and Baker 
see different qualities to using 
pain as a source of laughter. 

“If ’'m considered a humorist, I 
have to confess that I'm not in 
pain at all,” said Rooney. “I had a 
happy childhood, my father had a 
job during the Depression. My 
story is not what you hear humor 
comes out of. I tend to think the 
theory is not true.” 

For Buchwald, the political sati- 
rist, pain can be used to create 
humor, but it might be more of a 
method than a madness. 

“We all use it,” he said during 
an interview. “There are a few 
tricks we keep going back to. I

guess it’s just one way to make 
people laugh.” 

And for Baker, it’s a matter of 
perspective. 

“Laughter is a response to 
pain,” Baker said. “You can cry or 
you can laugh. The human per- 
spective is slightly awry. We 
sometimes tend to laugh when we 
need to cry.” 

If it were up to Rooney and Bu- 
chwald, people wouldn’t stop and 
figure out why they’re laughing or 
why humorists do what they do. It 
goes back to the ageless E.B. 
White theory. 

“Humor can be dissected, as a 
frog can, but the thing dies in the 
process .and the innards are 
discouraging to any but the pure 
scientific mind,” White said. 

“There is no way to tell why 
they laugh,” Buchwald said of his 
readers. “I can write on one thing 
and get feedback and write on an- 
other and get none. I can write on 
World War II and not hear any- 
thing, and I can write on using the 
telephone and hear plenty.” 

Buchwald sees. the ingredients 
of good humor writing as too mys- 
terious to be labeled or even rec- 
ognized. It’s everything from tim- 
ing to subtleties to hostility, Bu- 
chwald said. 


Buchwald, Rooney and Baker 
are all reluctant to analyze their 
humor. Still, they are intrigued by 
the challenge even as they hesi- 
tate to compare the ‘American 
magazine humorists of the early 
part of the century to today’s 
newspaper humorists. 

If Rooney had to pick anyone 
today whose writing is compara- 
ble to humor’s Golden Age, 
though, it would be Buchwald. 

“Buchwald gets dismissed too 
easily,” Rooney said. “I don’t know 
why he isn’t considered in higher 
stature. The people of the earlier 
years were all highly esteemed at 
the time they were writing. Bu- 
chwald deserves that esteem.” 

Baker prefers not to compare. 

“What’s the point?” he asked. 
“People will always say things 
were better in the good old days.” 

The good news for those in need 
of a laugh with their daily paper is 
the talent on the-horizon — writ- 
ers such as Lewis Grizzard of the 
Atlanta Constitution; Dave Barry 
of the Miami Herald and, on a 
smaller scale, Dan Hunter of 
Iowa, a devout student of humor 
who writes for The Skywalker, an 
alternative newspaper in Des 
Moines. ‘His book “Let’s Keep Des 
Moines A Private Joke” is some- 
thing of a cult classic in the Mid- 
west.

\f a person’s car is rear-ended by another 
vehicle, is the driver of the rear vehicle 
automatically at fault? There seems to be a 
widespread belief that the rear driver will be held 
liable in this situation even if the front car stops 
suddenly. A recent Illinois case addressed this 
question 


In an accident that occurred in 1979, the 
Plaintiff was traveling down an entrance ramp 
to an expressway when his car was rear-ended 
by the defendant. The Plaintiff testified that 
when a car which was about 20 feet in front of 
him slowed down on the ramp, he also slowed 
down. Shortly thereafter, he was hit by the 
Defendant's truck. The Defendant, on the other 
hand, testified that the Plaintiff's car made a 


sudden stop and that this was the cause of the 
accident. 


The jury in this case rendered its verdict for 
the Defendant who was the driver of the rear 
car. The Plaintiff asked the trial court to grant 
him a new trial. In support of this, he maintained 
that in rear-end collisibn cases, the driver of the 
rear vehicle should be found negligent as a mat- 


ter of law. The trial judge disagreed, and allow- 
ed thé jury's verdict for the Defendant to stand. 


The Plaintiff, who was the driver of the front 
car, took the case to the Appellate Court. The 


issue on appeal was whether in a rear-end colli- ~ 


sion case, the driver of the rear vehicle must 
automatically ibe found to be at fault or whether 
a jury could find the driver of the front vehicle to 
be|the responsible party. The Appellate Court in 
this case noted that it is the responsibility of the 
jury to determine who is liable in such accidents. 
A number. of Illinois cases were cited by the 
Court which stood for the proposition that 
because a rear-end collision occurred does not 
necessarily mean the rear driver is at fault. 


The Court /in this case felt that since the 

evidence was conflicting on such a crucial issue 

distance between the vehicles prior to the 

lision, therefore the decision as to who was 

at fault should be totally left tq the jury. The Ap- 

pellate Court felt there was ample testimony to 

support the conclusion that the Plaintiff stopped 

suddenly, and they allowed the jury's verdict to.

Malpractice law in effect

SPRINGFIELD — A controversial 
new law which took effect Aug. 15 
creates some extra obstacles to br- 
inging malpractice lawsuits against 
doctors in Illinois. 

After intense lobbying, with the Il- 
linois State Medical Society on one 
side and major lawyers’ groups on 
the other, a bill was passed by the 
General Assembly and signed into 
law by the governor that included 
several “reforms” sought by the 
doctors’ group. 

Illinois State Medical Society 
President Morgan M. Meyer issued 
a statement saying the new law will 
“expedite the settlement of medical 
negligence disputes and guard the 
due process rights of citizens.” 

But he would not predict he new 
law will reduce medical bills, only 
“moderate” those expenses related 
to malpractice insurance costs. 

“This is a cost containment pro- 
gram for the consumer. It’s a very 
good step,”’ said Dr. Sadiqu Mohyud- 
din of Godfrey, immediate past 
president of the Madison County 
Medical- Society. He said _ since 
statistics were not kept, it is not 
possible to determine whether more 


malpractice Jawsuits have been filed 
in Madison County in recent months 


to avoid provisions of the new law. 
Leonand:.Ring, a former Illinois 
‘Trial Lawyers Association president 
and Chicago attorney, brought a 
lawsuit in Cook County challenging 
the constitutionality of the new law 
within minutes after Gov. James 
Thompson signed the bill on June 25. 
One key provision of the new law is 
the introduction of three-member 
pre-trial screening panels composed 
of a physician, attorney and judge. A 
screening panel would be appointed 


for each case from a pool of eligible 
panelists. 

Decisions of the panel are not bin- 
ding on the parties. However, if a 
party rejects a unanimous panel 
decision and subsequently does not 
prevail at trial, the losing party will 
be assessed for the prevailing par- 
ty’s expenses. 

The Illinois Supreme Court has not 
yet put together rules on how the 
panels shall be appointed by chief 
judges in each circuit, so no panels 
have yet been created. 

An official in the Administrative 
Office of the Illinois Courts said that 
since the law provides for a delay 
before the first panels will be need- 
ed, the high court has ‘‘not been in a 
rush”’ to issue the rules. 

‘The new law provides for a review 
panel to be appointed within 90 days 
after the lawsuit and answer are on 
file, and then gives the panels up to 
180 days more to make a decision. 

An injunction requested by Ring in 
his lawsuit could also make the need 
for the review panels at least tem- 
porarily moot. : 

Plaintiffs’ lawyers in many parts 
of the state apparently have ex- 
pedited the filing of malpractice 
lawsuits to avoid the provisions of 
the new act. In Cook County, the only 
county where a separate tally is 
made of malpractice cases, more 
than 1,000 such suits were filed in 
May. and June alone, more than 3 
times as many as the prior year. 

Other provisions in the new law in- 
clude: u 

° Permitting defendants’ to be 
dismissed from a case by filing an 
affidavit of non-involvement. This 
provision is intended to allow inno- 

cent defendants who are named in 


“shotgun’’ lawsuits to be able to 
avoid significant legal expenses. A 
defendant would be dismissed unless 
the affidavit of non-involvement is 
successfully challenged by the plain- 
tiff. 

© Requiring the plaintiff's attorney 
to file an affidavit that a physician 
knowledgeable in the same speciali- 
ty as the defendant has been con- 
sulted .and finds the claim is 
reasonable before a lawsuit can pro- 
ceed. 

¢ Making it easier for defendants 
to sue for malicious prosecution and 
making’ attorneys liable for 


damages when they make ‘untrue 
allegations’’ in malpractice 
lawsuits. 

e Eliminating recovery of punitive 
damages in malpractice cases. 

e Requiring the amount of verdicts 
over $250,000, with some specific 
exemptions, to be structured or paid 
out in annual installments over the 
actuarial life of the plaintiff. 

¢ Limiting attorneys’ contingent 
fees in malpractice cases according 
to a sliding scale based on the award 
recovered. The scale. calls for 
lawyers to receive 33 percent of the 
first $150,000 of a judgment. 


Doctors made contributions 


Although the final vote on 
malpractice reform was virtually 
unanimous in the past session of 
the Illinois General Assembly, 
both lawyers’ and doctors’ group 
made substantial political contri- 
butions while the issue was being 
considered. 

Political action committee 
(PACs) for the Illinois State 
Medical Society, the Illinois Trial 
Lawyers Association (ITLA) and 
the State Bar Association contri- 
buted substantial sums to the 
campaign funds of legislators 
during the spring session when. 
the malpractice issue was 
debated. 

The Medical Society group, 
however, outspent the ITLA com- 
mittee by more than two to one, 
$48,450 to $21,610. 

Area legislators whose cam- 
paign funds received contribu- 


tions from the Medical Society 
PAC included Rep. Tom Ryder, 
R-Jerseyville, whose committee 
got $1,000 in April on top of the 
$2,000 received prior to the 
November 1984, election. Ryder 
sponsored some of the original 
bills sought by the Medical Socie- 
ty. 

The campaign committee of 
Rep. Sam Wolf, D-Granite City,” 
also received a contribution of 
seh from the Medical Society 

AC. 


Area legislators receiving cam- 
paign contributions from the 
Trial Lawyers PAC were Rep. 
Jim McPike, D-Alton, $1,000, and 
Sen.

School board members respond to'better settlement’ dispute

GRANITE CITY — It would be 
“logical” to vote against the 
recommendation of the best ap- 
praisal firm in the state. 

So said Alan Crider of the school 
board Tuesday in response to com- 
ments by Board President Kelly 
Hogan that a better settlement in 
the Granite City Steel tax dispute 
could not be reached. 

Hogan, in the Aug. 8 edition of the 
Press-Record, said he was dis- 
appointed over the settlement, 
which resulted in a $54 million 
assessed valuation for Granite City 
Steel for 1983. 

CRIDER RESPONDED Tuesday 
with a prepared statement saying 
that Hogan misrepresented the 
board. 

“I believe Mr. Hogan tried to.give 
‘the impression that the agreed 
settlement was not in the best in- 
terest of the’school district because 
the figures accepted were different 
tha Mr. (William) Townsley’s fair 
market valuation of the plant,” 
Crider ‘said. “It is important -to 
know that Mr. Townsley represents 
-what this school board considered 
the best firm possible to appraise 
Granite City Steel.” 

Townsley, from Chicago, was 
hired at a cost of $225,000 to do the 
appraisal to help settle a dispute 

. arising when Granite City Steel re- 
quested a reduction in'its assessed 
valuation. 

“| THINK WHEN you have the 
best firm in the state, with the man 
who wrote the book on appraisals, 
you should try to come closer to his 
figures,” Hogan said Tuesday. “He 
used three different methods of ap- 
praisals and all of them came within 
several million dollars of each other 
(between $295 million and $300 


million). We settled for $54 million. 
That’s a reduction of $40 million 
right there.” 

Both Crider and fellow board 
smember Monroe Worthen criticized 
Hogan for saying he was the only 
one who asked questions at the July 
19 meeting, at .which the board 
voted 5-1 to accept the compromise. 
Hogan voted no, with Tom Miofsky, 
a former employee of Granite City 
Steel, abstaining. 

“To say that you were the only one 
asking any questions at that 
meeting, that’s a damn lie,” Wor- 
then said. ‘It is, in my opinion, a 
deliberate attempt to mislead the 
public and I won’t stand for it.”” 

“EO JOG Mr. Hogan’s memory, I 
would like to remind him of some of 
the questions asked and by whom,”’ 
Crider said. ‘‘Mr. (David) Partney 
began the questioning by asking Mr. 
‘Townsley if this agreement is what 
he recommended. He responded, 
ies Mr. (Dewey) Melton asked 
questions concerning the response 
of other taxing bodies. Mr. Worthen 
asked for further clarification of 
dollar amounts as he looked at the 
notes he had been taking. Mr. Miof- 
sky asked questions about all the 
property as he looked through the 

appraisal Mr. Townsley provided us. 

“Mrs. (Ruth) Lahr asked ques- 
tions about real and personal pro- 
perty and made a comparison to 
what was real and personal at the 
former Granite City North High 
School. One of my questions dealt 
with not accepting the agreement. 
This series of questions was not just 
one person asking questions.” 

“The question was how much was 
real property and how much was 
personal property,” Melton said. 
‘That is the crux of why we took the 
settlement.”” 

CRIDER SAID Hogan was correct 


in saying Townsley’s figures were 
greater than the figures settled on, 
but also said if the taxing bodies had 
proceeded with a court battle, a long 
and costly battle would have follow- 
ed. 

“When I asked Bill Schooley Jr. 
(board attorney) about this, he said 
a court battle of 60 to 90 days could 
easily be predicted,” Crider said. 

Crider said Townsley told the 
board the state does not tax anti- 
pollution devices, so an amount of 
“approximately $45, million to $50 
million would be taken from the 
value of the plant.”” 

“TOWNSLEY DID recommend 
the agreement,” Melton said. “And 
he also said we would get no more if 
we went to the appeals board and 
possibly less.”’ 

Hogan was also concerned 
because he said the board was ex- 
pected to make a decision “right on 
the spot,”? meaning July 19, when he 
said the board saw the figures for 
the fii time. 

“This is only partly true,” Crider

TAKE AW athlete such as that and 
for good measure throw in a severe 
leg injury — one which required 
reconstructive surgery and months 
of rehabilftation — and you've con- 
cocted the scenario facing Dennis 
Gaudreault of the Granite City High 
School soccer team. 

Gaudreault, a 17-year-old senior 
midfielder for Coach Gene Baker’s 
squad, has just that type of season 
ahead. 

Gaudreault was the darling of last 
year’s Warrior soccer team.

Only a fallen 
Warrior and the pain that persisted 
long after an immediate trip to the 
hosptial. 

“I didn’t think it was that bad at 
first, and I remember trying to get 
up,”’ Gaudreault said. ‘‘When I did I 
knew all I could do then was sit and 
wait for the ambulance.”’ 

#ELPING him remembér the inci- 
dent is a scar on hisfright leg, the 
stiffness he still feels from time to 
time and the brace he wears on his 
leg, which is neatly concealed 
behind his shin guards.

we feel that his stick-to-itiveness 
will help him overcome a lot.

Just Ask Marion 
Baseball's a team sport

World War II forced Major League 
baseball teams to hold their spring 
training sessions all north above the 
Mason and Dixon Line. The measure 
was intended to save travel and use 
of the passenger trains to be free for 
the movement .of soldiers, sailors 
and Marines. 

‘Consequently, the St. Louis Car- 
dinals:chose.little river town, Cairo, 
and its Cotter Field for its annual 
spring trek dnd the St. Louis 
Brownies, my all time favorites, 
opted to hold their drills at the Cape 
Girardeau, Mo., Capaha Field, a 
tidy, tiny little field. It’s so cosy, 
Capaha, that is, that even I could hit 
a four-bagger there. 

It was at the Cotter Field in Cairo 
that I first met Marty Marion, who is 
still my. favorite shortstop although 
I'll confess that Ozzie Smith is a lit- 
tle ‘better, but not much, with the 


glove than Slats Marion. 
Marion was the complete team 


player. 

The. first day that the Cardinals 
worked out at Cairo it was a spring 
day early in March, 1943. The trip 
restrictions had started that year. 

I was a combination reporter. 
pressman for the Cairo Citizen. The 
draft board had ruled that I was 
essential for the war effort, not 


because I was a sports reporter, but 
due to the fact that pressmen were in 
short supply. There simply weren't 
pressmen available at that time. 

Anyway, there I was, that spring 
morning in 1943, standing on the 
sidelines as the Cardinals started 
their first day of spring training. 
Marion was warming up alongside 
the third base line with Frank 
Crespi, a real smart mai, I always 
thought. Now, however, I don’t 
know. After a lifetime as a bachelor, 
he is finally getting married this fall. 

A couple of Cairo fans were throw- 
ing the breeze with Marty and I was 
listening in. The Cairo guys were do- 
ing alright with Marion until they 
started singling our certain players 
on the 1942 team which had won the 
1942 World Series by demolishing the 
mighty New York Yankees in five 
games, 4-1. 

As I recall it, the Redbirds cited 
for special attention by the Cairo 
guys were Jimmy Brown, Terry 
Moore, Walker Cooper, Stan Musial, 
Whitey Kurowski and Enos Slaugh- 
ter. 

Marion, after about 10 minutes 
hearing how those Redbirds had won 
the Series for St. Louis suddenly 
blew his top. . 

“Hey,” in approximately this 
words said Martin: ‘‘We all had a 
big part in winning that World

Series. It was a team effort, and 
don’t you forget it,” he snapped. 

Marty was right and a check of the 

record books bear him out. He was 
great at shortstop and saved at least 
four of the five games played by his 
great glovework. 
. For that series Brown hit .300, 
Moore posted a .294 to go along with 
his sensational fly catching in 
centerfield, Walker Cooper racked 
up a .286 at bat, Whitey Kurowski hit 
a robust .267 while knocking down 
everything hit to the hot corner, 
Enos Slaughter came through with a 
-263, and down the list were Stan 
Musial and Martin. 

Believe it or not, Musial hit only a 
weak .222, which was even at that, 
just twice as much as Marion’s .111. 

However, when we are talking 
about batting averages, I was sur- 
prised, no, shocked it was, when I 
compared Stan Musial’s and Marty 
Marion’s batting averages each 
compiled in the four World Series 
they played together as teammates: 
1942 they beat the Yankees 4-1 and 
repeated in 1943 with another 4-1 
record. In 1944 they and the Birds 
beat the Browns, 4-2, and then took 
the Boston Red Sox in seven, 4-3. 

For the four series, Musial hit, for 
him, a subpar .231 while Marion 
posted a 241. 

I didn’t believe it until I checked it 
out more than once.

How I spent my summer vacation 
in the shadows of one of the world's 
most famous landmarks. 

That could be the title of a paper 
written by two Granite City High 
School students this fall. 

Brian Forbes and Kevin William- 
son worked eight weeks on the 
grounds at the Jefferson National 
Expansion Memorial — that is, the 
St. Louis Gateway Arch. 

They were a part of the Youth Con- 
servation Corps project on the Arch 
grounds and they loved every 
minute of it. 

FORBES WORKED ON the 
almost 92 acres of ground surroun- 
ding the world famous structure, in- 
volved in a project to make 63 drain 
valves easier to manage. 

Williamson was working inside the 
Arch on the heating and air condi- 
tioning system. 

According to Bob Kelly, facility 
manager at the expansion 
memorial, the two were among the 
finest workers he has ever seen. 

“BOTH OF THEM WERE 
magnificent,” Kelly said. ‘‘This is 
the first year we have had kids from 
the Illinois side of the river and, bas- 
ed on what I saw from Brian and 
Kevin, I’m glad we did it.” 

Forbes, who will be junior at 
GCHS, was named a foreman over 
15 others after a couple of weeks. 

“We give them all a couple of 
weeks to show their leadership 
abilities," Kelly said. ‘‘Brian ex- 
hibited excellent work habits and 
was well-respected by everyone.” 

Forbes said he had been hoping to 
gaina leadership role. 

“I KNEW THEY would be choos- 
ing a couple of people to be in 
charge,” he said. ‘‘So I was hoping 
to be one of them.” 

It wasn’t all 
however. 

“We worked a 40-hour week,” 
Forbes said. “But it was from 7

(a.m.) to 3:30 (p.m.). I had to getup 
most mornings at 5:15. 

“I was outside most of the time 
and it could get pretty hot, especial- 
ly when we were working down) in 
holes. The sun could really beat 
down on you then.”

working not with others his age, but 
with veteran journeymen electri- 
cians. 

“I want to be an industrial electri- 
cian someday,” he said. “It’s 
something I'd like to do again next 
summer to get more experience.”’| 

Kelly said he was concerned | at 
first with having Williamson, who 
will also be a junior, work with the 
older men. 

But everything turned out fine, 
Kelly added. 

“WE KNEW KEVIN HAD ex- 
pressed an interest in some elec- 
trical type of work,” he said. ‘‘So we 
put him to work with the enengy 
management system. i 

“Sometimes it’s tough to work 
with these gruff old journeymen, but 
it turned out all right. One time I 
walked by and asked Kevin how 
things were going, and then asked 
the older guy and he gave me a 
thumbs-up as if to say, ‘The kid’s all 
right.’ ” 


While Williamson indicated he

career of that sort of work, Forbes 
said it would likely only be a sum- 
mer job for him. He would like to - 
study medicine, 

There were 20 youngsters working 
on the grounds from June 17 to Aug. 
9 at $3.85 an hour. 

KELLY HAS PLANS for both 
Kevin and Brian for next summer. 

“T'd love to have them both back, 
no question about it,’” he said. ‘‘I’d 
like to get Kevin back to work with 
the tram system inside the Arch, 
and I could see Brian working on the 
same type of things he did this year. 

“This is probably one of the finest 
groups of kids we’ve ever had down 
here and Brian and Kevin are two of 
the major reasons. They had an in- 
terest and desire in their work and— 
they always wanted to learn more, 

“IN FACT, I think some of our 
electricians learned some things 
from Kevin, 

“Sometimes, you don’t like to hire 
kids because they’!] spend half of the 
time standing around. But there 
wasn’t much of that this.year. They 
learned the proper working habits. 

‘We brought the parents in on the 
first day and told them what we ex- 


pected. 

“We didn’t let them (the students) 
go somewhere for lunch. They had to 
bring their own and eat here. Some 
of the kids might not have liked it, 
but they all respected it. I hope they 
came out of the summer much bet- 
ter for the experience.”” 

KELLY SAID THE IDEA for get- 
ting Illinois students involved was 
developed partially because of . 
Granite City students. 

“I can remember the Granite City 
kids always seemed well-behaved 
and attentive when they came to the 
Arch on field trips,”’ he said, 

‘So we decided to give them a 
chance. We had five kids from Il- 
linois this summer and they were all 
great. But none of them were any 
better than Brian and Kevin,”

James R. Thompson said he 
has signed a segies of bills, including 
one which provides a record in- 
crease in scholarship assistance for 
undergraduate college students at 


~ Hlinois schools 


“This legislation is a major step 
forward for higher education in this 
state. The financial foundation of 
education in Illinois is being rebuilt 
at all levels, now that I’ve signed 
other - legislation that provides 
sweeping reform at the elementary 
and secondary levels,”’ the governor 
said. 

“Senate Bill 366 will help college 


students further their education and 
receive the training they'll need for 


the economy of tomorrow.”” 

SB 366 increases the annual max- 
imum award for the Monetary 
Award Program | from $2,400 to 
$2,850 for full-time undergraduate 
students and from $1,200 to $1,425 for 
part-time undergraduate students, 
the largest increase since the pro- 
gram began. 

Since tuition and fees at public 
institutions in Illinois are below the 
current maximum award levels, SB 
366 will only effect those students 
enrolled in private Illinois post 
secondary institutions 

The measure was sponsored by 
Sen. Forest Etheredge of Aurora 
and Rep. Mary Lou Cowlishaw of 
Naperville and takes effect im- 
mediately. 

Thompson also announced the 
signing of Senate Bill 75, which 
amends the Illinois Unemployment 
Insurance Act. The bill extends the 


Unemployment Insurance Solvency 
Package through January 1987, 
allowing the state to save $28.2 
million in interest payments on bor- 
rowed federal money 

Senate Bill 75 was sponsored by 
Senate President Philip Rock of Oak 
Park and Rep. Ethyl Skyles Alex- 
ander of Chicago, and it has an im- 
mediate effective date. 

The governor also said he has 
signed Senate Bill 693, which would 
limit private ownership of bears, 
wolves and other usually untamed 
animals. Sponsored by Sen. Adeline 
Geo-Karis of Zion and Rep. Gordon 
Ropp of Normal, it takes effect im- 
mediately. 

n other action, Thompson signed 

nate Bill 791 which amends the Il- 
linois Personnel Code. The bill was 
sponsored by Sen. John Davidson of 
Springfield and Rep. Josephine Obl- 
ingeer of Auburn and exempts two 
classifications of employees from 
job posting, testing and other 
administrative processing provi- 
sions of the Personnel Code. 

‘The legislation is aimed primarily 
at State Fair and Conservation Ser- 
vices workers who are employed for 
a limited period each year. Under 
its provisions, State Fair workers 
are exempted for up to 29 days in 
one year. Employees hired by the 
Department of Conservation’s Il- 
linois Conservation Service who 
work in state parks for a period of 
one year or less also are exempted. 
The bill involves approximately 
1,000 employees and it takes effect 
immediately.
